Northwestern  Red  Dent.  A  hybrid  variety.  Classed  with  the  earliest  va¬ 
rieties.

White  Cap  Yellow  Dent.  Ears  of  good  size,  w'ell  filled  with  good  size 
grains,  the  tops  of  which  are  white  capped,  the  lower  part  being  yellow.

There  are  various  varieties  of  flint  corns  possessing  merit  of  which  we  have 
given  no  description,  such  as  Pennsylvania.  Schoharie  County,  Dutchess  Coun- 
ty,  Genesee  Valley,  and  Australian  White.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  list  all 
varieties  of  corn  which  have  had  a  name  and  we  know  there  are  varieties 
which  we  see  that  possess  great  merit  on  which  we  have  given  no  description ; 
such  as  the  old  standards  like  Learning,  Pride  of  the  North,  Gold  Mine,  etc.
